REMARKS 


The  undersigned,  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  have  found  them 
less  arduous  than  heretofore,  from  the  improved  system  which  has  been 
adopted  in  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  town  the  last  year.  They  would 
respectfully  remark  that  there  is  room  for  still  greater  reform  and  re- 
trenchment, both  in  system  and  expenditures,  some  of  which  they  would 
suggest  for  the  consideration  and  action  of  their  fellow  citizens,  viz: 

First,  That  the  affairs  of  the  town  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen.  That  the  same  shall  hereafter  be  divided  into 
sub-Committees,  one  of  each  to  be  a  member  of  the  School  Committee 
and  Fire  Department,  one  to  be  a  Surveyor  of  Highways  and  Bridges, 
one  to  be  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  and  one  to  attend  to  Town  and  Alms 
House  Repairs  and  contingent  expenditures,  &c.  That  whenever  the 
duties  of  either  shall  be  too  laborious  for  one,  the  Selectmen  shall  have  the 
power  to  enlarge  said  Committees,  that  their  duties  may  be  more  equally 
divided  and  satisfactorily  discharged.  Unless  the  town  shall  think  it 
expedient  to  adopt  a  former  system  of  having  a  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Overseers  of  the  Poor  and  Highway,  Surveyors,  each  independent  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

Second,  That  all  debts  which  shall  be  incurred,  for  the  payment  of 
which  the  town  shall  be  liable,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Town  Clerks  order  on 
the  Town  Treasurer Jor  the  amount,  the  same  having  been  first  examined 
and  approved.  That  every  person  having  a  demand  against  the  town 
shall  present  and  receipt  the  same  in  person  or  sign  a  written  order  to 
pay  the  same  to  whom  he  or  she  shall  designate,  and  the  Town  order 
given  therefor,  legally  endorsed. 

Third,  That  all  purchases  of  fuel,  oil,  provisions,  and  the  principal 
part  of  the  groceries,  and  other  large  items  embraced  in  the  expenditures, 
shall  be  purchased  in  large  suitable  quantities,  and  so  far  as  expedient 
the  same  may  be  done  by  contract,  by  which  a  large  sum  in  the  ag- 
gregate may  be  saved  in  the  amount  annually  expended.  That  the 
money  drawn  for  the  expenditures  shall  be  only  as  fast  as  the  same 
is  actually  required,  which  will  save  a  considerable  item  of  interest 
for  monies  withdrawn  before  the  taxes  are  collected.  The  interest  now 
due  the  People's  Bank  for  such  over  drafts  is  about  $160,  which  is 
not  brought   into   this  audit. 

Fourth,  The  undersigned  beg  leave  to  renew  the  assurance  and  belief 
repeatedly  expressed,  that  the  system  of  collecting  taxes  may  be  greatly

improved  by  combining  the  oiRces  of  Treasurer  and  Collector.  They 
can  perceive  but  one  objection,  viz.  that  of  collecting  the  Polls,  which 
can  be  obviated  by  entrusting  the  same  to  Constables  for  colleciion  as 
soon  as  the  tax  bills  are  delivered,  if  the  same  shall  remain  unpaid 
after  the  expiration  of — days,  a  fee  of  20  cents  shall  be  added  thereto. 
The  Treasurer  would  then  be  in  receipt  of  taxes  at  his  office  without 
much  delay,  which  would  enable  him  to  meet  the  expenditures  as  fast 
as  incurred.  $1400  of  the  special  appropriations  to  schools,  which  the 
Treasurer  was  authorised  to  borrow,  has  not  been  borrowed. 

Vouchers  for  the  expenditures  charged  in  each  account  included  in 
this  Audit,  have  been  exhibited,  all  of  which  have  been  duly  entered 
on  the  books  of  the  town,  and  the  same  are  believed  to  be  correct.

The  Committee  who  were  directed  to  examine  and  report  upon  the 

situation  of  any  funds  in  the  hands  of  Trustees  in  the  town  of  Roxbury, 

devoted  to  education,  have  attended  to  that  duty,  and  respectfully  submit 

the  following 

REPORT. 

There  are  in  the  town  of  Roxbury,  throe  several  funds  irt  the  hands 
of  Trustees,  appropriated  to  purposes  of  Education.  They  are  commonly 
designated  as  the  Eliot  School  Fund,  the  Grammar  School  Fund,  and  the 
Westerly  School  Fund. 

For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  precise  amount  and  situation  of 
these  funds,  the  Committee  addressed  a  letter  of  inquiry  to  the  respective 
Treasurers,  viz :  to  Enoch  Bartlett,  Esq.  Treasurer  of  the  Grammar 
School  Fund  ;  Hon.  B.  P.  Williams,  Treasurer  of  the  Eiiot  School  Fund  ; 
and  Judson  Chapin,  Esq.  Treasurer  of  the  Westerly  School  Fund;  — 
from  whom  they  have  received  information  to  the  following  effect:  — 

1.  The  Grammar  School  Fund  amounts  to  $19,500,  viz.  14,900  invested 
in  loans  secured  by  bonds  and  mortgages,  3,200  in  Bank  stock,  and  1,400 
in  cash  to  be  invested.  The  interest  on  the  whole,  at  6  per  cent.,  would, 
of  course,  fall  but  little  short  of  $1200. 

2.  The  Eliot  School  Fund  consists  of  $9,699  94,  invested  in  loans  on 
bonds  and  mortgages ;  the  annual  income  is  $586  99i  The  school  also 
possesses  some  real  estate,  which  yields  an  annual  income  of  $381. 
There  is  a  good  School  House  appropriated  to  each  of  these  schools. 

3.  The  amount  of  the  Westerly  Fund  is  $1283.  It  is  invested  in 
notes  and  mortgages ;  the  average  income  of  the  three  last  years  has 
been  $60  a  year. 

1.  The  Grammar  School  Fund  had  its  origin  in  the  year  1645,  in  the 
voluntary  act  of  a  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  Roxbury,  who  enteied 
into  a  written  agreement  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  a  Free  School. 
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The  manag'emeiit  of  the  Fnrirl  thus  created,  was  intrusted  to  seven  Ffeof- 
feei!,  or,  as  they  would  now  be  called,  Trustees.  In  1659,  a  grant  of  500 
acres  ofland  was  made  to  the  town,  by  the  General  Court,  for  the  support 
of  a  free  school,  and  the  grant  not  having  been  carried  into  effect  imme- 
diately, was  afterwards  confirmed  by  the  General  Court  in  1671 ;  but  it 
does  not  appear  that  the  Grammar  k>chool  ever  derived  any  benefit  from 
this   donation. 

Jn  1671,  Mr.  Thomas  Bell,  one  of  the  subscribers  to  the  original  fund, 
died  in  England,  leaving  by  will,  the  whole  of  his  estate  in  Roxbury,  in 
trust,  "  for  the  benefit  ot  a  free  school  for  the  snppf^rt  of  poor  men's 
children."  This  is.  the  language  of  the  will.  It  was  no  doubt  his  inten- 
tion to  endow  the  free  school  to  which  he  was  already  a  contributor ; 
but  as  the  phraseology  of  the  will  was  not  very  definite,  the  Ffeoffees  or 
Trustees  applied  to  the  General  Court  for  an  Act  confirming  the  bequest 
to  the  Institution  under  their  direction,  which  was  accordingly  passed 
May  27,  1664. 

In  1683,  Mr.  William  Mead,  bequeathed  his  homestead  and  land,  with 
reservation  of  a  life  estate  to  his  widow,  to  this  school. 

In  1789,  an  act  was  passed  by  the  General  Court,  substituting  for  the 
Ffeoffees  of  the  original  fund  and  the  Trustees  of  Mr.  Boll's  estate,  a 
single  board  of  Trustees,  to  consist  of  not  more  than  thirteen  nor  less 
than  nine  persons,  with  authority  to  fill  their  own  vacancies,  and  all  the 
powers  usually  exercised  by  the  Trustees  of  Literary  Institutions.  Soon 
after  this  time  the  Trustees  disposed  of  the  real  estate  belonging  to  the 
school,  on  'long  leases,  upon  which  there  is  still  about  eighty  years  to 
run;  after  the  expiration  of  this  time,  they  revert  to  the  school,  with  all 
the  improvements  that  may  have  been  made  upon  them ;  the  funds  will 
then,  of  course,  be  rery  considerably  enlarged. 

No  further  alteration  of  consequence  took  place  in  the  organization  of 
the  school,  until  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  the  General  Court  of  the  last 
year,  recognizing  it  as  the  Free  Grammar  School,  which  the  town  is 
required  by  law  to  keep,  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Trustees  and  the 
Town.  The  town  had  previously  appropriated  $600,  to  increase  the 
salary  of  the  master  for  the  last  year ;  but  as  the  continuance  of  this 
augmentation  will  depend  on  annual  grants,  it  cannot  be  considered  as 
a  part  of  the  School  Fund. 

2.  The  Eliot  School  Fund  had  its  origin  in  the  donation  of  the  Rev. 
John  Eliot  of  Roxbury,  well  known  as  the  Apostle  to  the  Indians,  who, 
in  the  year  1689,  conveyed  an  estate  of  about  seventy  five  acres  of  land, 
to  certain  persons  and  their  heirs,  as  Trustees  for  ".the  maintenance, 
support,  and  encouragement  of  a  school  and  schoolmaster  at  that  part  of 
Roxbury,  commonly  called  Jamaica  or  the  Pond  Plain,  for  the  teaching 
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and  instructing  of  the  children  of  that  end  of  the  town,  (together  with 
such  negroes  and  indians  as  shall  or  may  come  to  the  said  school,)  and  to 
no  other  use,  intent,  or  purpose  whatever."  This  is  the  language  of  the 
deed.  Some  other  donations  have  been  made  to  the  fund  thus  consti- 
tuted, the  particulars  of  which  it  is  thought  unnecessary  to  recapitulate. 

In  1727,  Mr.  Joseph  Weld,  then  sole  survivor  of  the  Trustees  as  origi- 
nally constituted,  petiMoned  the  Legislature  for  the  appointment  of  three 
additional  Trustees,  and  a  power  to  the  Board  to  fili  its  own  vacancies. 
An  Act  was  passed  in  consequence,  constituting  several  different  boards 
of  Trustees  for  different  portions  of  the  property,  in  which  state  the  fund 
remained  until  1804,  when,  in  consequence  of  some  difHculties  that  had 
occurred  between  the  different  boards,  an  Act  was  passed  substituting  a 
new  board  of  seven  Trustees,  with  power  to  fill  tlieir  own  vacancies  for 
all  the  preceding  ones. 

3.  The  Westerly  Fund  has  accumulated  by  various  donations  to  the 
School,  from  1743  to  the  present  time. 

The  above  statements  embrace  the  most  important  particulars  in  the 
present  situation  of  the  School  Funds,  and  are  supposed  to  convey  the 
information  desired  by  the  town.
